WASHINGTON, Jan. Si.—The Filipino 
junta in Washington now numbers five 
members. The three who left Manila 
several weeks ago arrived in Washing 
ton and have taken up their headquar- 
ters at the Arlington hotel with Agon- 
cillo and Lopez. The names of the 
new arrivals are Jose Lozado, Juan 
Luna 
and 
Capt 
Marti 
Burgos. 


Monday morning Senor Luna was 
confined to his bed by a severe cold 
and exhaustion after his trip across 
the continent, but the others are active j 
and say; "We represent the Philippine 
jjoverhment, and come with sealed or- 
ders from President Aguinaldo to 
Senor Agoacil'.o, the Philippine am- 
bassador and plenipotentiary to the 
United States."

The longest balloon voyage on record 


was one undertaken in 18S3, in which 
the distance traveled was a little more 
than one thousand two hundred miles. 
Three voyagers on that occasion, says 
Harrison's Magazine, made an ascent 
in France, with the intention of cross- 
ing the Mediterranean and landing tn 
Algeria, The wind, however, proving

.sica.

island the balloon descended toward 
the water, and for a time their lives 
were iu great jeopardy.

A clever adaptation of the cyclom- 


eter to the canoe was mad* by Lieut. 
Hugh L. Willoughby in a trip through 
the Florida Everglades, and described 
by him in a book. AH ordinary means 
of marine measurement are -useless In 
the Everglades, and as it was neces- 
sary to keep a record of the distance 
involved. Lieutenant Willoughby de- 
vised a scheme whereby he used a cy- 
clometer for the purpose successfully. 
He attached the front fork of-an old 
bicycle to the stem of his canoe. -In 
the jaws of. this was swung .a 28-inch 
bicycle wheel, the tire being equipped 
with a series of small paddles, so fas- 
tened that they regulated the speed 
of the wheel to that of the boat The 
cyclometer was attached1 in the usual 
manner. 
Repeated experiments with 


the device demonstrated to Lieutenant 
Willoughby that the slip of the wheel 
was constant, and that its trailing be- 
hind the boat recorded reliable meas- 
urements on the cyclometer even when 
going at a slow gait He says that 
the wheel and cyclometer gave excel- 
lent results as a log of the trip. Canoe- 
ists and oarsmen might take a hint 
from this for their next tours on the 
water. 
An.old bicycle wheel is easy 


to get, and it nuisft add to the pleas- 
ure of the trip to keep an accurate 
record of the distances covered.

"In .January, 1898, all tie big and 


profitable paper mills of the United 
States, with a few unimportant excep- 
tions,, were merged into the Interna- 
tional Paper company, a combination 
that absorbed twenty-four mills, pro- 
ducing about 80 per cent of the entire 
American output This corporation, or 
trust, was capitalized upon a basis of 
$50,000,000. The pretext given for the 
organization of the trust was the in- 
ability ot mills to make paper at pre- 
vailing prices—that bankruptcy stared 
them in the face. 


"This combination was really formed 


to protect the proprietors whose mills 
were in poor localities or on streams 
that were runaing dry. Every mill- 
owner who entered that trust-invlted a 
withdrawal of government favor. 
A 


circular based upon Information 'fur- 
nished by officers' of the International 
Paper company showed that in July 
the trust -was making a proSt'of $10 a 
tun osi its output. 


"The entire output of this corpora- 


tion, representing 1,420 tons a_day for 
theoretical capacity, could be repro- 
duced by a present investment of ^$15,- 
000,000 so that the American consum- 
ers of newspapers are forced to; pay 
dividends upon an inflates aau wiolly 
fictitious valuation of at least $40 000 - 
000. 


"Immediately after the organization 


of the trust it raised the price of paper 


' wherever possible. 
In three cases it 


[raised its price $10 a ton, and has av- 
eraged an increase of $5 a ton on its 
daily output ot 1,420 tons, equaling an 
Increased tax of '$2,130,000 per annum 
upon the newspapers of the country, 
"which now pay a total exceeding $20,- 
000,000 per annum for their paper sup- 
ply. 


"The present consumption of pulp 


wood by the pulp and paper mills of the 
United States, including manila, book 
and writing, is stated at 2,000,000 cords 
per annum, which consumption re- 
quires the entire stripping of pulp 
timber on 625 square miles per annum. 
Our spruce wood supply is limited. 
We therefore urge that the commission 
should take advantage of the present 
opportunity and immediately secure, a 
sufficient supply of spruce freed from 
tariff complications. The enlightened 
policy of New York and other states in 
protecting forests should be 'encourag- 
ed by putting Canadian pulp and paper, 
on the free list. Every increase of a 
quarter of a cent a pound in the price 
of newspaper adds $34,000,000 to the 
value of the trust securities. 


"The duty on paper stops cheap books 


and cheap newspapers. It taxes intel- 
ligence, because the newspapers are the 
people's school and their library. All 
taxes upon paper are taxes upon read- 
ing, upon knowledge, upon the dis- 
semination of information. To make 
newspapers artificially dear is wanton- 
ly to restrict the number of readers 
and so increase the sum of ignorance. 
When this is done or proposed simply 
to add to the proflts:pf a monopoly the 
injury to public interests becomes a 
matter demanding the intervention of 
the government."

I 
wish that the southern people could 
realize, as I do, how well adapted their 
soil is to the production of domestic 
animals. "Yet each of the gulf states 
spends in the neighborhood of $500,000 
a year for mules brought from Missouri 
and the states farther north. 
They 


could breed them at home just-as we!K 
Grasses can be grown that are entirely 
suitable for fodder, the climate is mild, 
so that the animals do not have to be 
sheltered, and pasturage can he had all 
the year round. During the hot sea- 
son an abundance of fodder could be 
afforded by growing such legumes as 
cowpeas, sand vetch and the velvet 
bean. ..Georgia last year produced 6,000 
tons of cotton seed, enough to fatten 
all the 400,000 head of cattle which we 
shipped abroad. If mixed with corn- 
fodder, crabgrass or any other nntri- 
Uent, it is the best kind of fattening 
material. 


Dairy products are in demand the 


world over. The young farmers of the 
south should all be sent to agricultural 
colleges that have dairyjschoolsjE or- 
der to study the science of butter and 
cheese making. 
The mutton sheep 


thrives admirably in the south. It can 
graze all the year round and be fatten- 
ed at less expense than In any other 
section. The southern farmers should 
supply the northern, markets -with early 
lambs as they now do with early vege- 
tables."1 


The south has long been famous for 


its bacon, but the people nevertheless 
import tons of it from the packing 
houses of Chicago, Omaha, Kansas 
City and other places in the-aorth. Ths 
extension of the dairy industry -would 
support an immense number .of hogs as 
a bi-product I^do not see why the 
southern farmers do not produce more 
first-class saddle and carriage horses. 
They have a few now, such as we-«aw 
in Augusta, but they are Jar behind the 
north in this particular, notwithstand- 
ing their superior advantages. 
The 


agricultural department is just now Is- 
suing a report on the foreign markets 
for horses and the southern farmers 
ought to study.it. The poultry inter- 
ests might be 
indefinitely .extended 


with great profit. There is no reason 
why we should have to buy, eggs-and 
chickens in Canada If the farmers of 
the south-will tate hold of it and find 
the best breeds for their climate. The 
leading men of the south in the cities 
and elsewhere should take the farmers 
by the hand. The railroads should of- 
fer them freight facilities and the state 
and county authorities should hold 
agricultural fairs with tempting premi- 
ums for all classes of stock. Tha towns 
would share the benefit of the develop- 
ment of the agricultural region and be 
amply rewarded.

The Farmers' National Congress, 


which has just closed its annual ses- 
sion at Port Worth. Tex., has passed 
resolutions strongly indorsing the sys- 
tem of state aid to road building, and 
commending the efforts of the League 
of American Wheelmen for its general 
introduction. The resolations in full 
are as follows: 


Resolved, That the best interests of 


American agriculture demand the con- 
struction of first-class roads connect- 
ing farms with market towns. That 
the cost of their construction is too 
considerable to be borne by farm prop- 
erty alone. That, as the entire popula- 
tion Is interested in. and benefited, di- 
rectly and indirectly, Dy good roads, 
all property.ought to contribute to the 
cost of their construction, through the 
medium of'a state tax. That we in- 
dorse the system of state aid to roads, 
because it appears to solve the good 
roads problem in the farmers' interest; 
it largely decreases the cost of road 
construction to local communities, pro- 
vides a means by which-the large city 
taxpayers and corporations 
owning 


valuable franchises from the state are 
made to share in the expense, and 
properly leaves it optional with farm- 
ing districts to avail themselves of its 
provisions or not, as they may choose 
That we believe the state aid system 
suitable to most states in the union, 
and commend the efforts of the Na- 
tional Road Parliament, the League of 
American Wheelmen and the govern- 
ment t office of road inquiry to make 
this system of road constrnction gen- 
erally known and understood, and to 
bring about its general adoption.

THE INVENTION AT FIRST MET 


WITH COOL RECEPTION. 


Whew tli» ld*» Bvfaa to Boon Paa- 


v OoMtpjriac l't>p*r Itertfc* *•*- 
trom Un CoaJiaed Mid Vttlattd 


The first sleeping car was devised 


by Theodore T. Woodruff, who con- 
structed a small working model in 
1854, At Watertown, N. V,, and whose 
first patents for "Improvement in 
Railroad Car Seats and Couches" were 
issued on Dec. 2. 1656, says Cassier's 
Magazine. Mr. Woodruff was then a 
resident of Alton, 111., and attached to 
the St. lx>uis. Alton &. Terre Haute 
railway. The invention was original 
and wholly unprecedented, but at first 
met with no favor from the railroads, 
and for several years Mr. Woodruff 
was obliged to defend his patent in 
the courts before bis priority of in- 
vention was fully established. Having 
built bis first sleeping car, he was, af- 
ter much persuasion, permitted to at- 
tach it to the night express on the 
New York Central railroad, between 
Albany and Buffalo, making its first 
trip on Oet, 26, 1856. He personally 
managed the car, charging eack p=- 
senger 50 cents for its use, «nd waa 
delighted when a dozen passengers! 
took lodging with him for the trip. 
Gradually the car became talked about 
among travelers, and the demand 'or 
it was effectively and permanently es- 
tablished. So little was the sleeping 
ear appreciated by the railroad* when 
first introduced that the New York 
Central actually "charged Woodruff full 
fare while he wag* conducting big car 
and trying to introduce its merits to 
the traveling public, \but Preildwst 
Erastus Corning ^bf the railroad com- 
pany finally Issued a free pass to Mr. 
Woodruff and thenceforth he ran the 
car without having the gross earnings 
nearly exhausted by, his own fare to* 
the trip. 


In the meantime the same idea began 


to find, development farther west in the 
United States. Mr. George M. Pullman, 
after a trip in one of Mr. Woodruff's 
cars from Buffalo 
to Chicago, con- 


ceived the notion tbat they might ba 
greatly improved and that passengers 
might have upon sleeping cars co»» 
forta equal to those then provided 
upon steamboats. In 1859 be altered 
some day coaches on the Chicago A 
Aiton railroad, converting them into 
sleeping cars, which were considered 
*. material advance upon any previous- 
ly constructed. In 1864 Jlr. Pullman 
constructed a new car in t.<e Chicago 
tc. Alton company's yards at a cost of 
|18,000, which was a direct departure 
from tbe previous plan. It was named 
tie Pioneer and designated by the let- 
ter "A," as it was supposed- that 'the 
letters of the alphabet would be quite 
sufficient for,all the sleeping cars that 
might ever be constructed. It had im- 
proved trucks and a raised deck and 
was two feet and & half higher, and -a 
foot wider than any car then in ser- 
vice, necessitating -considerable altera- 
tions in station platforms and bridges 
along the line. The first cars of Mr. 
Woodruff were scarcely more than old- 
style flat-top day 
coaches, provided 


with mattresses and blankets, stored at 
one end during the daytime and spread 
upon the seats, which were so con- 
structed as to form a bed. Each car 
accommodated about sixty passengers. 
In the Pullman car there was a double 
berth below and two single berths 
above, let down by Hangers or fixtures 
on tbe side of the car. The charge was 
$1 for a lower and 50 cents for an up- 
per berth. 


Prior to Mr. Pullman's experiment, 


however, tho first regular sleeping'car 
constructed according to modern ideas 
of what a sleeping car should be was 
built by a mechanic named Thomp- 
son at the car works of the Wasson 
Manufacturing Company, at Spring- 
field, Mass., in the fall of 1857 or early* 
In 1S5S, and was bought from bim by 
the late Webster Wagner. 
One of 


Wagner's first improvements In sleep- 
ing cars was to make them wider .and 
higher, and then came improvements 
in ventilation, as it was found that 
passengers occupying. the upper berths 
suffered from the confined and vitiated 
atmosphere. This resulted in the inr 
troduction' of the distinctive feature 
of ^tbe raised roof, .or double deck, af- 
terward applied also to the ordinary 
American pasSeHgei1 coaches. Another 
improvement was the -introduction; of 
the adjustable upper berth, which per- 
mitted of the storing of the bedding in 
the daytime in the- space behind it. 
Four of these improved sleeping cars 
were built by Wagner and placed in, 
regular service on the New Xork Cen- 
tral in 185S, running }jetweea. New 
York and Niagara Falls. He subse- 
quently turned his atteritiou to draw- 
ing-room cars tor day ; travel, and in 
1867 introduced the first car of, this 
description.
